There is a Time to Speak aud a Time 
'to be Silent. 



It ia usoless, say tho apologists for 
the present inefficient system of Gov- 
ernment, to write or to spoak against 
the powers that bo j it is bad policy 
as well as bad taste, say thoso who 
■would let the people bo governed as If 
thoy wero sonsoless unreasoning 
beings, to array the governed against 
those that govorn j why oxoito tho 
worst passions of tho people, by pan-, 
dering to tho greatest radicalism, say 
thoso who in their ignoranco of tho 
true sourco of power, despise all that 
emanates from the popular voice ? 
Those who do not tako the troublo to 
think for themselves,' aro prono to bo 
led by others, whose minds aro more 
activo j henoe, many who aro not real- 
ly lacking in iutelligonco, will bo found 
to adopt tho policy of lotting existing 
things alone, booauso men whoso onds 
aro served by such a policy, pass it off 
among those who aro roady blindly 
to follow thoir load, as conservatism. 
Tbia sort of conservatism exactly 
suits tboso officials, who, with but 
littlo to do themselves, batten upon a 
revonup which is collootod for tho pur- 

of the country rospoctably, but it is 
9purioEs. and has not the true ri«\g of 
genuineness about it ; truo conserva- 
tism haB not its birth, its aim, and its 
end in soinshness, but aims at keeping 
an existing form ol Government in a 
state as near perfection as it is pos* 
siblo to make it, and has no onduranco 
or toleranoe of abuses, which from time 
to time creop in, and would destroy, 
if iufferod to grow uncheoked, tho very 
essonoe of all that is good in tho sys- 
tem. Others equally nogligcnr. of 
making uso of thoir own reasoning 
powers, are ready to condemn, with- 
out tho slightest inquiry, all efforts at 
reformation ; they are intolerant of 
what tboy call radicalism, and in thoir 
intolerance, they loavo tho soionce oi 
politics to tho more aotivo mindB, who 
aro not content to submit to evil, and 
who exert themselves to roforin what 
is wrong, or what appears to them to 
be wrong in existing things. Many 
men who might be most usoful in 
communities, throw away golden op- 
portunities of doing good, by standing 
aloof from public life ; a dread of 
earning tho Btigma of being a radioal 
and mischiovouB politician, koeps 
many a good man in tho back ground, 
who might, wero ho as aotivo ub othor 
less able men, do his oountry good 
service. Henoe it comes that 
the destinios of oountrios aro often 
times controlled by oxtromo mon, 
whilst some of the most able thinkers 
—men, who if onoo rousod to exor-. 
tion, would excel and surpass thoso 
who aro more ready with thoir words, 
and perhaps more onergotic in thoir 
deeds, tako no part in public affairs 
and consequently tboir talents aro not 
oraployod as they might bo in their 
country's servico. But freedom of 
discussion froquontly brings into pro- 
minence thoso that undor tho " onduro 
all and say nothing" system, would 
novor mako thoir voioes hoard. There 
ooulu bo tio impftfW'ifissa!: 'fa govd'tix*' 
monts if the peoplo always suffor 
wrongs in silonce, unloss tho improve- 
ment emanatod sololy from tho gov- 
erning power itself, and this is against 
all human experience of past ages. 
Eeforms havo invariably Bprung from 
tho pooplo, since governments 
havo oxistod upon earth, but roforin 
cannot havo its -birth in silonco. If 
therefore it is admitted that a systom 
of government is not perfoot, thou 
must tho pooplo eitbor abdioato their 
powers of reasoning and sink down 
to a oondition as abject as serfdom, or 
they must olaim thoir right |of discus- 
sion, in ordor to find out tho wo ik 
points, that they may oradioato thorn. 
In our own Colony it is a lamentablo 
truth that no ono part of our systom 
of Government iB froo from tho most 
disgraooful dofocts ; can it then be 
our duty to say that tho Governor is 
doing his utmost to improvo tho sys* 
torn, or ovon to pass ovor in silonco 
the doplorablo inactivity, want of at- 
tention to businoss, and ; inaptitudo for 
administering tho affairs of tho stato, 
that is so palbably in tho head of tho 
Exeoutivo of tho Colony ? Imperfec- 
tions wo must oxpootj mistnkes wo 
oould tolorato, and want of adminis- 
trative talent excites feolings of pity 
rathor than blamo ; but nogloot of tho 
people's interests inoronsing curoloss- 
ness in dealing with affairs of stato, 
and a lifo dovotod to pleasuro and lovo 
of ease ought not to be toleratod; 
and wo daro not, lest wo bo guilty oi 



condonation of the evils that, if nn* 
cheoked, may bring loss, ruin and ab- 
solute destruction to tho ship, bo si- 
lent whon we see the holm entrusted 
to one who sooms to havo no desire to 
avoid a wreck,
